Mount Takatu

AKATU, an 11,400-fuot k 

in Baluchistan, is 17 aniles Hanh 

of Quetta, Ht presents the rock- 
climber and the mountaineer with 
everything trom easy walks to the most 
difficult rock faces, It gave us, not only 
the thrills of climbing, but our first taste 
of the hospitality of the nomad tribesnuan, 
We started climbing the south-cast 
Hope carly one crisp October morming

to the summit. We found, here, that a 
steep nullsh which mn up the face of 
the oliff aflorded the only pesaible means 
of ascent.

The Descent

of our intention, we descended the 
opposite side of the mountain, We 
knew that we could catch a train at 
Bostan, a railway station three miles 
from the fuot of Takara. 

‘The descent of the narthewest vlape 
proved more dificuly than it bad first 
seemed, and when we were still sume 
3,000 fect above.the plain we ccalived 
we hed only about half an hour 
of daylight left. 3¢ was with mixed 
feclinge that we saw a fluck of sheep in 
a valley on fere below us. This 
puzzled us at first, for our map showed 
us nu village af a closer distance than 
sever miles, We yrucssed, sighsly, that 
there must be a numad encampnicnt 
cloae by. 

This meant, that even if we did not 
teach the foot at the myuntain by 


‘nightfall, it would still not be necessary 


te spend w night without blankers on the 
bare windswept rocks of Takatu. 7t 
meant, too, that our water bottles, now 
almost empty, could be refilled, ‘The 
thicd member of our group, however, 
a young Hindu, was not quite nure that 
he liked the idea of mocting a Pathan in 
a lonely valley at nightfall. A few days 
before, two Hindus had been kidnay i 
only 20 miles away. In spite of these 
misgivings, we continued down towards 
the sheep, without much hesitation. 
Men, whoever they were, could be dealt

HIS issue of the 
“ Onlooker” sees the light 
of day in a new India, a 
free and Sovereign Nation though 
still a member of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. The 
rag was so incredibly rapid that 
it left one doubtful whether the 
Indians were more anxious to 
receive their independence or the 
British to shed their power in 
India. 
Much of the credit, of course, 
oes to the statesmanship of Lord 
lountbatten, who negotiated 
successfully through " apparently 
impossible administrative opera- 
tions and braught about agreement 
between parties when they 
appeared to be standing on ir- 
reconcilable grounds. Even the 
two Houses of Parliament, deter- 
mined to demonstrate the genuine 
intention of the British nation to 
part with power, passed without a 
division the Indian Independence 
Bill with almost unparliamentary 
haste. 

No greater compliment could be 
paid to the British than that 
Independent India should have 
chosen an Englishman as their 
Governor-General in the person of 
Lord Mountbatten. There is no 
parallel im the world’s history 
where power has been transferred 
from the tuling nation to the onc 
that was ruled with greater swift- 
ness and smoothness, resulting, as 
ithas done, in a spirit of friendliness 
and trust in the Indians for the 
British nation, and specially for the 
British community in India, 

In the wake of these consti- 
tutional changes many other 
changes are bound to follow. 
There is likely to be, for instance, 
a rapid industrial expansion, a 
change in economic values, and a 
probable reshuffle of what we may 
call, in the absence of a better 
term, values of life. And with all 
these changes there is bound to be

a corresponding, though more 
gradual, change in the mind and 
Is of society in India—some-

her forehead, Mrs. Vijaya Lakshmi 
Pandit is beautiful. 


She was born on August 18, 
tgoo, at Anand Bhawan, in 
Allahabad, the home of Pandit’ 
Motilal Nehru. The Nehrus were 
one of the oldest and wealthiest 
familics of the U.P., a family rich 
in culture and tradition, Pandit 
Motilal Nehru was a flourishi 
lawyer 
Swarup, or Nan to her friends, 
grew up ina world of English 
‘overnesses, of simple English 
‘ood, of English clothes and 
English language. She spoke and 
wrote English even before she had 
gained a mastery of her mother 
tongue. 


Living in her home was like 
living in two worlds. The Hindu 
world presided over by her mother, 
gentle, unzssuming, modest, 
entirely Indian in outlook, and the 
English world with its butlers and 
chauffeurs, wines and parties. 
This dual atmosphere in her child- 
hood. home left a deep impression 
on Mn. Pandit’s mind. 


But the political scene was 
shifting rapidly. Pandit Motilal 
Nehru had been swept into the 
Congress. movement and had 

me once of its outstanding 
leaders. The peace and tran- 
quillity, the easy acceptance of 
life, the security were all gone. 
There were comings and goings 
of people—jail—éathi charges.

Government. 


In 1942, the Congress launched 
the Civil Disobedience Movement 
and Mss.

Her diary, 
rison Days, tells of the weary 
longings, the hardships, the 
suspense, and the philosophic 
tance of life that became part 
of hes life in prison, G 
gathers the impression of a vital, 
vigorous Lea ae beating 
against bars. She beaten 
against many bars throughout 
her life —the bars of religious and 
social intolerance, the bars of caste 
prejudice, the bass of forcign 
rale, 


In 1945, Mrs. Pandit visited 
America on 2 lecture tour and soon 
took the place of India's unofficial 
ambassador. Her dynamic per- 
sonality and charm captured the 


imagination of the American 


When she attended the first 
United Nations Conference at San 
Francisco, in a metiorandum to 
the Secretary-General, she wrote : 


“The 
600,000,000 of 
peoples of Asia may not be 
officially heard at this Conference 
and those who have usurped 
their birthright of freedom may 
cynically speak of them, but 
there will no real peace on 
this earth so long as they are 
denied justice.” 


In 1946, the Intcrim Govern- 
ment was established and Mrs. 
Vijaya Lakshmi Pandit was select- 
ed to head the Indian Delegation 
to the U.N.O. ‘The South African 
issue, which the Indian delegation 
brought before the United Nations, 
was raclestely connected with the 
fight for freedom of all the coloured 
peoples of the world. The Indian 
delegation was inexperienced in 
international diplomacy and against 
them was ranged the veteran 
Smuts. The victory on the South 
African issue was mainly due to the 
eloquence of Mrs. Pandit. She

demanded fur her people in South 
Africa justice ia liberty. Her 
dignity, vigour and skill in the 
presentation of her case won her 
universal acclaim. Today, Mrs. 
Pandit represents New India to 
the peoples of the U.S.S.R. It 
is a difitcult job she has under- 
taken—a job that will call tor 
ain charm and diplomatic 
skill, 


Vijaya Lakshmi is an out- 
standing Indian woman, yct she 
is not typical of Indian women, 
Neither hee education nor her 
upbringing have moulded her for 
the rvle of housewife. She was a 
wife and mother because it would 
have -been a tremendous waste for 
such s gifted woman not to have 
been a wife or mother. 


By instinct, inclination and 
training she has transcended the 
line that differentiates man and 
woman. She is a politician, a 
statesman and a diplomat, and the 
woman in her, which is so vital, 
brings to her diplomacy a unique 
charm and force.

best film, from un artistic and technical 
standpoint, that the British studios have 
produced in the last tive years. Reininis- 
cent of The Informer, the story deals with 
the activities of an Irish illegal political 
party—probably the Irish “Republican 
Army—hended by one Johnny 
MacQueen, magnificently played by 
James Mason. 

Most of the film is taken up with the 
enthralling story of the manhunt for 
MacQueen who, mortally wounded in an 
abortive raid, is helped’ by members of 
the public too scared to harbour him, 
Lue too sympathetic to hand him overt 
to the police, It is in the handling of 
these conflicting emotions that the 
director and producer, Carol Reed, 
reveals nut unly an acute sensitivity, but 
a cmftsmanship which is little short of 
brilliant. 

He has engendered an atmosphere so 
real that it is almost tangible, so lasting 
that, on emerging from the cinema, onc 
in mildly surprised at not being in a 
Belfast street. ‘This bigerre and, at times, 
macabre atmosphere envelops every 
character, pervades every scene, culours 
every specch, J bave said that this is « 
play of cmotions—but it is also a docu- 
inentary of hurhan action under ‘stress. 
Almost every character finds himaclf in 
a situation for which he has ng pamllel— 
and bow faithfully are his reactions 
tecorded, how authentically his response 
shown!

Brahms' ‘‘ Kroica"’ 


Tt fs difficult, nevertheless, to accept 
the implication, that Brahms is one of 
three greatest composcra of all time. 
Brahms, in hjs modesty, clearly 
rejected such a valuation, aod he remarked 
shortly before his death, “3 know very 
well the place T uhall one day have in 
musical history : the place that Cherubini

Brahms approached the task of writing

as a composer, and although the initial 
outlines of hie first symphony were 
alveady sketched in 7855, this symphony 
‘was not completed till 1876.

Improve 
Your 
Swimming 


By Geoffrey Mathews 


OU may be a person who swims 

a little, or a great deal—you may 

spend all day and every day at a 
pool or by the sea, you may even consider 
yourself a good swimmer, but there is 
still much for you to leam. 

Swimming is one sport in which thete 
is no such thing a& an expert, for no 
spatter how good you are, there ix always 
toom for improvement. How many 
swimmers realise there are more than 20 
diderent strokes in. swimming and five 
times as any dives? To @ good 
swimmer it is the few strokes well done 
that count, not a great many done 
haphazardly. Style is the thing that 
matters, and it is possible to obtain this 
even if you only use a single stroke. 


How To Crawl 

A good crawl is always a lovely thing 
eo watch; but how many switnmers do 
it correetly ? ‘To improve your crawl

Position Of The Body 

Mast swimmers use the six-beat craw!, 
that is, three leg beats to one ann stroke. 
In the craw! only the head tms for 
breath, the swimmer inhaling through the 
mouth as it breaks water, and exhaling 
through the nose as the face submerges. 

When using the hack stroke the body 
should lic as flat asx possibic on the water, 
stomach awash, and the cars submerged. 
‘The arms are cither taken back over the 
head together or alternately, and pushed 
forward towards the thighs to complete 
the stroke and supply a means of propul- 
sion. The leg movernent used is cither 
an inverted crawl or breast stroke kick. 


The Breast Stroke 
‘The breast sttcke is about the cleanest 
Woking struke in swimming. To do 


this stroke correctly the body is placed 
tlat on the water with the face immersed. 
fach arm stroke has a downward pull 
which forces the head up for breath, the 
ait being gulped in through the mouth. 
At the completion of each stroke the 
elbows are dropped te the sides, and the 
slide forward tp front of the chest is

‘Throw 
your arms in front of your head and 
xlide in this position as far ai you can, 

Practise this whenever possible and it 
will be found that your swimming will 
definitely benefit.

‘There were wild ateawherrics nestling 
between the rocks, wine berries and 
delicious Himalayan rhubarb, And all 
around us were the slopes of che moun-

N oour last’ summer in India, the 

feed to ger away from che plains 

during the hottest month seemed 
imperative, While sweltering in the 
U.P. with the temperature mounting 
daily, anywhere in the cool sounded 
inviting, but we never did like boardunys 
houses or hotels in the hills, so we had 
had to think eutan alternative. During 
our 12 years in India, we have visited 
most of the hill stations from Kashmir 
ty Darjeching. Some we liked and others 
we simply detested, but as we had enj 
our “ Unusual Holiday * an the plains 
so smuch, we decided to extend aur seupe 
and have a sinnlar trip io the Kurnaon 


Hills, 
We Set Out 


We had a full month at our dssposal, 
yo with a mininiam of clothing and all 
the tinned fuod we could collect we set 
out for Kathgodan. The maps, which 
T hed ordered well in advance, had noe 
arcived by the day of aur departure, so 
we had te leave without them. 

We had agreed that our first hase

had been artunped and beth dee 
bungalows were vccupied when we 
arrived.

joumicy. 

We scen recoverd fram vur inauspi- 
cigus stare by inahking a voyage of dis- 
covery te Bhim Tal, which ties ahout 
fous miles to the east of Bawali, This 
journey was fur the dual purpose of 
finding fresh heackquarrers, and as 
preliminary training for our future 
trekking. We were not impressed with 
Bhim Tal, but on our recurn mera 
friendly Forest Officer whe knew the 
district thoroughly, 
his maps and expert: knowledge, we 
sketched out a journey from Bawali to 
Almora, using the bridle paths across 
the hills. “Ibe total distance is in the 
region of 30 miles, hut we were on hol 
and had nuthing waiting focus in Almora, 
so decided to uke it very easily and

Perfect Peace 

The first two and a balf miles were 
a continual climb and must have been 
hard work for the coolies, as it seemed 
unending te me. burdened with no more 
chan a haveraack and a stout rtick, The 


“path for the next mile or so was under 


construction, which meant that we 
had to seramble over boulders and piles 
of carth before we regained the well- 
wom path, Hach time-one seex road- 
making in the hills onc marvels at the 
paticnce, ingenuity and hard wark that 
gues inte the carving of a path our of 
the hillside, ‘The remainder of the 
journey ta the dak bungalow at Ramychar 
was down @ pleasantly shaded hilisicte, 
which was covered with orchards prow- 
ing apples, pears, peaches and aprichiis 
‘The people seemed so friendly after the 
mercenary creatures one meets on the 
beaten tracks, and we had many offerings 
of fruit, for which the donors wanted 
Ne payment, 

The dk bungalow at Ramphar is 
situated on the tup of a small hill, com- 
pletely enelosed by the surrounding 
upland and it would he difficult to imagine 
a more peaceful spot, 

We setted down for a few days of 
peace and quiet, and after dismissing the 
coulics, Ho was amazing te sce them

prepare to retum immediately over the 
horrid roud to Bawali, highly delighted 
with the litth: extra money T had given 
then asa reward for their strenuous 
efores, 

The stream, which is about two miles 
below the dt bungalow, had very little 
water flowing, but it was a favourite 
pienic place during our thece very 
pleasent days at Ranyhar. e 

The road from Ramphar to Peora 
wanders down tbe hillside and along the 
benks of the stream, which it eventually 
crosses by a narrow suspension bridge. 
It appears chat, at one time, thia part of 
the country was a flow ing district, 
and the number of derelict and deserted 
houses testify to the decreare in po- 
pulation, From gossia with natives, 
we lvarned that fron ore was found 
in the hills and was smelted at a furnace 
which now stands roofless, and haa the 
appearance of a ruined church. On this 
stage of the journey four ponics replaced 
the coolies fur carrying our bappage, 
and 1 was iinpressed with che willing and 
intelligent manner tn which they covered 
the 10 mile ertetch, The climh from the 
stream was reasonable, and the path to 
the wp of the hill was pleasant We 
must have climbed to about 000 feet 
before we started to descend by a winding 
road through the pine trees to the dat 
bungalow at Peora. 


Ingenully 

The situation of this bungalow must 
he one of the finest in India, but the 
furniture and fittings were so dilapidated 
through lack of use that we had some 
difficulty in finding threc acrviceable 
chairs, Wire spring beds soynd a 
luxury so “far from the main road, but 
without a mattress they can be a most 
eficient instrument of corure. Many 
and varied were the methods tried to 
make a comfortable bed, and armfuls of 
pine between folded déwrries 

















Ramegarh village. 


was the most successful, s 

‘The view from the dak bungalow ia ' 
mugnificent, looking over forests of 
pine trees towards Almora and the 
endless ranges of hills beyond. Nanda 
Devi and Nanda Kot, both well over 
20,000 feet, lie further to the north, 
and should be visible on a clear day. 

There is Practically nothing available 
at Peora and visitors are advited to take 
all their food stuffe and even charcual 
for cooking. During June, flies ate an 
absolute pest inside a house in the hills, 
but fortunately there were two lovel 
shady crecs in the bungakow compound, 
and there we spent most of our time, 
when we were not wandering through the 

ine woods, A tin of Flit would have 
been well worth the purterage. 

While at Poora we decided to divert 
fram our original route and visit 
Mukteswar, where the Indian Veterinary 
Research Institute is siumted. Mukee- 
awar if 7,400 fee above sea bevel and 
1,600 fect higher than Peora, but che 
climb is spread over five miles of pleasant 
lanes which pass through many fruit 
orchards, and proved to be well worth 
the walk. 

We left the bulk of our kit at Peora 
and loaded our bedding and necessitics 
on tv two pack ponies for the journey, 
The P.W.D. Bungalow at Muktcewar 
is one of the-finest in which we have 
stayed, und the situation is delightful, 
giving a lovely view of the valleys far 

low.

Warm Hospitality 

‘The first impression of Mukteswar is 
that of a well-kept hill station with 
everything, cun and cared for by the 
Goverament,  Hleetric light is provided 
hy the Instiute power house, aad al) the 
bungalows are well-built. ‘There is an 
excellent Club for the officera of the 
Research Insticnte, where we wete most 
hospiubly entertained. Tennis and 
Snooker Tournaments were in full 
swing when we arrived, and we were 
just in time to ace the final of the Quoits 
Competition. : 

We could have stayed for a long ‘tine 
im Mukteswar as we fclt we were among 
friends, but we had come only prepared 
for a few days, so we reluctantly wended 
our way back to Peora, 

Aftera day's rest we set out for Almora. 
The road is best described as five miles 
down to the uld suspension bridge which 
spans the Kosi River, and five miles’ 
climb from there to Almota, Almora 
is the headquarters of the district, and is 
a thriving town. The older part is much 
mote interesting than the Mall, and the 
upper storeys oF the houses havd some 
clever woud carvings. 

There are no bridle pathy between 
Almora and Ranikher, so we were 
forced to travel by bus on the winding 
tuotor road, dak bungalows at 
both Almora and Ranikhce have been 





completely consmercialixed, and have

(Continued from pare 30) 
departed from their original function, now 
being in the nature of third-rate hotels. 

Ranikhet is still a delightful spot, and 
could kecome one of the foremost hill 
stations in the U.P. 


Reluctant Departure 

‘The next stage of our wanderings was 
a 16 mile bus ride down to Kaitna, which 
is also on the Kosi River. Owing to 
Jack of rain, which suited us perfectly, 
the civer was very low, bur there was 
enough water in the pool where we 
usually swim tu make a weleome change 
after the hot dusty reads. There is 
plenty of guod fishing and shooting 
around this district, so the temptation 
to prolong a stay is very great. ‘The 
dak bungalows arc excellent, but one 
must be absolutely self-sufficiene as the 
village of Gurum Pani offers very little 
in the way of catables, although 24 out 
of the 26 shops supply tea und food to 
bus passengers. 

The day temperature in the valley, 
which is 3,000 feet above sea level, is 
much higher than at Ranikhet, but the 
nights arc pleasant, and we had our beds 
wutaide the dk bungalow, 

Aficr six days of bathing, fishing and 
hasking in the sun, the rains secme 
imminent and the tiver started to fill 
up and become discoloured, so we felt 
it war time to move again. A 34 milc 
bus ride cook us back to the rail-head at 
Kathgodam, from where we started our 
wanderings. . 

This account of a month spent in the 
hills contains no stirring adventures, 
but we had 2 very enjoyable holidsy, 
and it fs a trp which could be carried 
out byesny average family who wanted 
a change from coutine living. 

‘The party consisted of my wife and 
mnyself with our 10 #0n, together 
with a cook and our swecper’s gon for 
2 jobs and to be a playmate for our

Among Horsemen aaa 


The Rearing 


Horse 
BYR. W. 


FARING is a frightening and 
dangerous habit, and it requires 
a good deal of nerve on the 
‘8 part to attempt a cure on a con- 
firmed rearer. Nevertheless, if the rider 
has a reasonable amount of confidence, 
@ permanent curc can be effected in 
nearly every case. 

Generally speaking, tearing horses 
can be placed in three categorics. First 
come the youngsters and normally well- 
behaved horses who have no vice. 
They may rear from fright, pain or just 
“‘skittishness.” In the next group can 
he placed the horses who have definitely 
acquired the practice. Normally their 
intention is to come back onto all fours 
after the rear but, through misjudgement, 
the slippery nature oF the ground, or 
through the rider pulling on the reins 
to retain his agat, they may come over 
onto their backs. ‘Thirdly, the “ killers” 
who deliberatcly throw themselves over 
backwards in order to injure the enemy 
on their backs. 


Fun And Gamex 

To consider the first group we will 
start with an analogy; when a child 
erica from fright or pain one usually 
tries to noothe it, possibly ignores it, 
but certainly docs not punish it, but when, 
however, it cries simply because it gees 
amusement out of hearing its own raucous 
yells, it is time to think of a way of getting 
it out of the habit, Again, a woman 
who shows natural fear has cause for 
sympathy, but e woman whose favourite 
petine is hysterics, is a public, or at 
cast a private, nuisance. 

If you punish a good-tempered horse 
for an action that is natural and instinc- 
tive, you are virtually asking him to 
become sullen and = mutinous. You 
may have an unpleasant few seconds 
when he rears, but don’t vent your own 
irritation and nervousness on the horse. 
An occasional “sticky” moment ix 
the price you have to pay for riding. 
Skittishnesas is rather different, Imme- 
diately after mounting, it is usually a 
reminder that it is time to get moving 
and is a form of joie-de-virre tike the 
“pig-jump.”. Polo ponies often give this 
half-rear as they come on to the ground, 
In almost cvery case there is neither 
danger, nor particular discomfort, and 
you can ignore it. Very oceusionally, 
owever, a good horse does produce a 
full rear and, much as I dislike advocating, 
the use of the whip, this is a justifiable 
occasion for it. ‘The animal realises 
he has done something thar is frowned 
upon and has ne reason to resent the 
punishment, > One smatt application and 
then drive him forward. Always remem- 





ber that the whip can do intinirely more 
harm than good in indiscriminate hands ;

The Confirmed Rearer 

Now the important second category. 
Assume that you have purchased a 
confirmed = rearer, either through 
ignorance or because he was a good 
horse going cheap and you hope to cure 
him, In nearly every case the horse will 
not have been school-trained but, until 
you ¢radicate the vice, you can’t get on 
to training proper, A well-trained horse 
will xcldam have this vice, because his 
teactions tu the rider's aids are instinctive, 
and his mind can immediately be diverted 
from any evil designs, when it is realised 
that he ix considering them. 

Inapece the mouth as, in a great 
percentage of cases, a sore mouth 
started all the trouble. Then get to, 
know the animal and, mote important, 
Jet him get to know you and your voice 


hy being with him as often as possible, 
viving him tit-bits and, if you have the 
time and energy, grooming him yourself. 


For exercise during thin preliminary 
period he can be led from another horse, 
or he loosed in a paddack, 

After a few days of getting to know 
cach other it is time to get on with the jub. 
Lead him out with a lonp rein attached 
to the snafile and, standing In front of 
him, make him rear, ‘This is not as 
difficult as it sounds, as he already has 
the habit, and by wi a handkerchief 
under his nosc, and giving gentle tuys on 
the Jong rein, you will find that he does 
what you want. If he rears over back- 
wards, so much the better, but in the 
type of horse we have in mind this is very 
unlikely, Continue making him reat 
until he is heartily sick of ic and, however 
hard you try, he refuses to do ir again. 
Repeat the performance on subsequent 
days and go on until it is practically 
impossible to get him on to his hind legs. 
Hie aril has little confidence in man and 
is not out to please, 80 when he finds 
you saat him to rear and he is getting 
fw amusement out of it, he will refuse. 


Gradual Confidence 


You will require an assistant for the 
fext stage. Saddle the horse with a 
sumdab held in place by a surcingle and 

t on a snaffle with a single rcin, the 
long rein and a stout neck-strap. Your 
assistant leads the horse by the long rein 
to a convenient mo from which 
you mount the animal side-saddle. Take 
the reins and have the home led round. 
When the horse scars, the assistant 
must not try to check him, but should 
allow the long rein to pass through his 
hands; his only duty is to prevent the 
horse breaking free if you have to 
“abandon ship.” As the horse comes 
up, drop the reins, take the neck-strap, 
and retain your seat by this, If he 
should come right over, it is a come 
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paratively simple matter to jump clear. 
t is a good plan to talk to the animal 
the whole time because, as long as you 
never shout, it adds to his growing belief 
that his rearing is not really incon- 
veniencing anyone but himself. In time 
he will rear seldom, if at all, and you arc 
then ready for the last stage. 

The horse should he saddled Properly 
but the snaffle should still be used. 
Aftcr mounting try and get him to tear 
by collection and extra tugs on the snaffle. 
‘This may sound suicidal, but it in the 
final proof to the horse that you are not 
intimidated by this habit and, if you arc 
fully prepa’ for the rear, there is no 
teason to get alarmed, 


How To Get Clear 

When any horse rears, whether you 
are training him sgainat the vice or not, 
1 recommend the following procedure. 
As he comes up, throw your body 
furward so that one of your shoulders, 
say, for this example, the right, is touching 
his neck, and your head is further 
forwatd sill. Your hands are in from 
of you, but make sure tl arc closc to 
the neck so that your vision Is not blinded. 
Draw the lower leg right hack, ao that 
the greater part of your weight is taken 
by the stirrups, and you arc held in the 
“pan” by the grip of your knees and 
thighs, Immediately you realise that 
it ts a really ugly rear, and it is a toss-up 
whether of not he is going to come 
down the right way up, tt is time to 
clear. Drop the reins, put your left 
hand on the front of the horac’s neck, 
your right on the pommel of the saddic 
and then, kicking your feet clear of the 


stirrups, push your body out to the left 
side. With luck, the push of your left 
hand will have upset the animal's balance 
and you can remount as he scrambles to 
his feet, In theory, you should have 
landed on your fect but however you 
have landed, you will be well clear of the 
home no matter how he comes down, 
Tf you have the perseverance and 
courage you will make him bured with 
the habit, and then you are ready to 
start schooling him, There are almost 
certain «» be occasional relapses, but 
these will gradually disappear as he 
becomes interested in his work and 
obedience becomes instinctive. 


Best Destroyed 

About the last category, Iam not in a 
position to talk from experience, but I 
am convinced that the above methods 
are all applicable, When the horse was 
John Citizen's “ bieycle ” and he knew 
every type of master, cases of all vices 
must have heen many compared with 
to-day, when people do not own horses 
voles th are imerested in them. 
Personally f have only met one “killer ” 
and, since he waa not a valuable animal, 
Tadvised the ownet to destroy him befure 
he himsclf was destroyed, 

In conclunion, in most cases of vice 
the horse lacks confidence in man and 
is therefore not his friend. When his 
aim in primarily the dislodgement or 
discomfort, and oot the injuring, of his 


rider “ he only docs it to annoy because 

he knows it teases.” When you can 

get it into his head that you are amused, 

ae than annoyed, you have won the 
ttle.

little sugar. Lots of pepper should be 
used with this dish and Ped vine you to 
stinther your chops with it before you 
cover them with vegetables. Now pour 
in the broth and allow the mixture to 
sinmer very slowly until it is cooked.

You can treat a steak in the same way 
but add ta it a litthe bacon, or some 
sliced Bolopna sausage. 

During the boiling of uw joint, or of 
chops, or anything clse, the thing to 
temember is that the liquid must always 
cover the meat, “here wilh be loss 
hy cvaporation and that muse be 
made good by the addition of boiling 
water. If you add cold water, it slows 
down the process and interferes with the 
cooking to che detriment of the meat, 
improving The Flavour 

Another thing; always boil ve 
tables with your meat, no mater what 
youare boiling. They definitely improve 
the flavous, An assortment of herbs 
can only improve the flavour of meat, so 
add them to your dish; a sprig of 
marjoram, or thyme, or a few cloves, or 
a little rind from a Jime should invariably 
le: put in with a fowl which is to be 
boiled. You have to try them to 
twalise the difference they make to the 
flavour of the course. 

When you can, use soup stock for 
boiling meat in; especially should thir 
be done when you are boiling « fowl. 
Vi does not sound economical, but it is. 


‘The soup gains flavour and strength 
from the fowl, while the fowl loses: 
nothing by being done in the soup.

The Tons And Asan 

In changed environs, and for the most 
part through ¢ country the ‘Tons, 
which rises below Mussoorie, spreads 
out in a wandering course in onc of the 
many channels cut out in former days 
before it was robbed of its water for 
irrigation, Running over shingle, its 
labyrinthine course traverses uctes of rice 
fields in a series of races and pools until 
it tukes in the Asan, nine miles from 
Dehra Dun, 

The rise separating the two streams is 
under tea, with broken forested ground, 
falling away to the river beds. Lookin 
north from the rise over the ‘Tons’ bed, 
which is nearly half a mile in width, onc 
sees the untidy mass of Mussvuorie, toned 
down at night as the lights flicker like

An oripinal idea in 
a frozen Cheistinas pudding, which is 
quite easy to muke, and would be much 
more popular ina warm climate. Dainty 
mince pies for luck should finish the 
meal, as well an plenty of almonds and 
raisins for nibbling afterwards.
